Old St. David's Church, Radnor, Founded by Welsh 

Colonists, Celebrated Its 215th Anniversary Sunday 



At first no pews were built in the 
church and each member of the con- 
gregation' supplied seats for his family. 
Later floor space was rented and each 
family had a pew built. 

Many men prominent in the history 
of the country lie buried in the grave- 
yard which surrounds the church. 
Among them is General Anthony 
Wayne, whose body was taken to the 
churchyard from a former burial place 
in 1809. 

The Rev. William Currie, who was 
rector at the outbreak of the Revo- 
lution, was buried beneath the chancel 
window. Bound as an English clergy- 
man by an oath of allegiance to the 
King, he resigned until after the war 
and then returned as rector, serving 
until 1787. 
,'The congregation of St. David's 



Protestant Episcopal Church, Radnor, 
which for more than two centuries has 
served as a house of worship, cele- 
brated the 215th anniversary of the 
founding of the historic structure last 
Sunday. 

Speaking to an audience which filled 
the auditorium, the Rev. Crosswell Mc- 
Bee spoke of the history and traditions 
of the parish. The church was deco- 
rated with banks of garden flowers. 

St. David's Church was founded by 
a group of Welsh colonists who met 
on the site and each laid a stone in 
the foundations. The building was 
completed four months later and the 
services conducted there have been in- 
terrupted only once. That was for a 
brief period during the Revolutionary 
War.

Main Line Resident, Edward A. Muschamp, Is 

Author of New Biography on Great Naturalist

O'Neill plays. First produced m 
March, 1922, by the Provincetown 
Players in New York, "The Hairy 
Ape" did much to establish O'Neill as 
the foremost American playwright in 
this generation of theatre-goers. 

"The Hairy Ape" has been compared 
with O'Neill's "The Emperor Jones" in 
construction. Similarities are present 
in the series of short and striking 
scenes, and in the syinbolization, of the 
central idea in the figure of one man, 
but unlike "The Emperor Jones," "The 
JHairy Ape" is never pure monologue, 
except in the last scene.

unlike so many historic buildings. It 
is located just a few miles west of Nor- 
ristown in the village of Audubon, 
formerly known as Shannonville, but 
renamed thirty years ago in honor of 
its most distinguished citizen. 

Audubon came to Mill Grove soon 
after his arrival in this country from 
France, and the famous old farm-estate 
is today known the world over as "Au- 
dubon's First Home in America." Here 
he made his first drawings and paint- 
ings of American birds, here he made 
the first American experiments in 
"bird-banding," and here he met, fell 
in love with, and under the most ro- 
mantic and dramatic circumstinccs 
courted and married Lucy Bakiwell. 
who, as the author of ".V.id icions Au- 
dubon" writes, proved to be "as truly 
remarkable a young woman as was 
ever obscured by the overshadowing 
genius of her husband." 

Audubon's experiences at Mill Grove 
played an intensely significant part in 
shaping his whole life and arc the basis 
of several of the most interesting chap- 
ters in the new biography.

General Wayne Honored 
in New U. S. Stamp Issue 

This section, with its town of 
Wayne, its General Wayne election 
district of Lower Merion Township, 
and. its old General Wayne Inn near 
Narberth, shares in the giory of Gen- 
eral Mad Anthony Wayne, for. whose 
indian campaign of 1793-1794 in Ohio, 
Postmaster General Brown has an- 
nounced a special commemorative 
stamp, issued September 14. 

General Wayne, already the hero of 
the united colonies, justified his mili- 
tary fame after the Revolution by win- 
ning a decisive victory where two pre- 
ceding expeditions had failed, in the 
Battle of Fallen Timbers. At stake 
was the success or failure of the 
United States in enforcing its rights 
against the British as well as the In- 
dians in the Ohio territory. 

On May 8. 1793, "Mad Anthony" 
camped at Hobson's Choice, so named 
because Hobson could find no olher 
suitable ground in the vicinity. On 
October 14 of the same year- with 
2,600 troops, he reached the southwest 
branch of the Miami River, which runs 
through Dayton. There followed skir- 
mishes with the Indians, against whim 
it was always necessary to be extraor- 
dinarily watchful. On' July 30, 1 94, 
over 1,500 Indians were repulsed with 
hetvy losses to both sides, by a de- 
tachment of 150 men and officers near 
hort Recovery, in an all-da v battle. 

General Wayne w:is injured by a 
falling tree August 3, but continued 
on, building forts. August 20 saw de- 
cisive battle, when a large force of the 
hostiles was finally routed,- ending 
Ohio's fears of redskin.- and redcoats.

they desire," says Joseph Murphy, su- 
pervisor of the AvViiore !. ranch of 
the club. 

From Ardmorc the tour leads north 
through Norristowi, where National 
Route 122 is met and right turn into 
this highway carries tlv tourists 
through Centre Squve to Dcjlestown. 
Here the famous Lackawanna Trail, 
marked as National Route 611, is met 
and followed northward through Eas- 
ton and the Delaware Water Gap to 
East Stroudsburg. A right turn into 
National Route 20J leads along the 
banks of the Delawiie River to Port 
Jervis, N. Y.
